Sam  Rayburn,  Speaker 

In  the  third  annual  Achievement  Day,  as  designat- 
ed by  the  State  Fair  of  Texas,  ]>00  farm  families 
were  recognized  and  received  Achievement  Awards  for 
becoming  landowners  in  the  Farmers  Home  Administra- 
tion Program  by  repaying  their  loans — many  30  years 
in  advance  of  scheduled  maturities . 

The  Event  was  held  in  Fair  Park  Auditorium  be- 
ginning at  1:00  P.  li.  The  program  was  opened  by  Tu- 
laie  S.  Smith,  Chief,  Administrative  Management  Di- 
vision of  the  Texas  State  Office,  FHA.  Music  and 
songs  featured  Billy  Mayo  Q,uintct  (V/FaA)  and  Kaiser- 
Fraz_cr  Sentinels.  Mr.  Smith  introduced  L.  J.  Cap- 
pieman,  State  Director,  who  presided. 

Farm  Family  Interviews  wore  conducted  by  Murray 
Cox,  MFAA  and  Layne  Beatty,  V.'BAP.  Outstanding  among 
the  interviews  v;as  Karrill  J.  Stewart  of  Lamar  Coun- 
ty, who  was  recently  elected  Champion  Soil  Conserva- 
tion Farmer  of  Texas.

Rayburn’s  Speech,  Continued 

Representatives,  Washington,  D.  C.,  who  was  intro-\ 
due ed  by  Hr.  Lassetcr  stated  he  felt  hb  had  a right 
to. speak  to  farmers  as  he  was  reared  on  a farm  and 
is  a farmer  himself. 

”We  havo.many  problems  confronting  us,”  Rayburn 
stated,  "but  one  of  the  greatest  is  ’What  arp  We 
Going  to  de  with  this  Barth?'  If  we  destroy  in  the 
next  25  years  as  we  have  in  the  past  we  v/ill  be 
looking  for  fertile  f alleys.” 

He  stressed  soil  conservation  and  stated  that 
there  is  no  higher  ambition  than  to  own  the  l^^nd 
you  cultivate.  He  pa.id  tribute  to  the  farmers  re- 
ceiving Achievement  Certificates.  Hepuirements 
for  an  achievement  Certificate  are  that  the  land 
loan  must  have  been  paid  from  the  farm. income. 

Rayburn  spoke  of  the  "Sob  Brothers”  who  have  by 
far  surpassed  the  "Sob  Sisters,”  he  stated  in  la- 
menting government  spending  for  various  programs. 

He  stated  that  he  could  remember  49^^  cotton,  and 
when  1,000  bushels  of  oats  sold  for  $90,  corn  sold 
for  15^^^  a bushel  and  steers  for  34^^  a pound  and 
when  there  were  14,000,000  unemployed  people. 

He  gave  statistics  shov/ing  that  the  total  farm 
income  in  193^  vjas  $L , 800 ,000,000  and  in  1949  it 
was  $14,000,000,000.  "ITaturally  buj^ing  power  has  in- 
creased, unemployment  has  lessened,  and  business 
in  general  has  benefit  ted,  he  said. 

Rayburn  concluded  v/ith  the  statement,  "How  Free 
arc  A.aericans?  l'-”We  live  where  v.re  wish,  follow  our 
chosen  occu]pation,  say  and  v/rite  what  we  y/ish,  and 
are  the  richest  nation  in  the  world.” 

W.  M.  Burkes,  Chief,  Farm  Ov/nership  Division  of 
the  Texas  State  Office,  FHA,  presided  for  av/ards 
to  farmers. 

Honorable  Rayburn  was  presented  a Texas  hat  in 
keeping  with  his  home  state  and  Honorable  Lasseter 
a pair  of  the  best  Texas  boots  knoivn.  Mr.  Lasseter, 
a Georgian,  stated,  "I  promise  not  to  disgrace  the 
boots  because  I'll  stay  off  a horse." 

The  program  concluded  ydth  a drawing  for  many 
prizes  conducted  by  Dale  Campbell, ^ assisted  by  Miss 
Odessa  Cook.
